Frank HH. Gerhart and President

Thursday morning, after the Board of 
Public Improvements announced its ap- 
proval of plans for a double deck free 
bridge, with the west approach north of 
Chouteau avenue. 

‘The battle is won,” exclaimed Ger- 
hart as he heard the Board's decision. 
And he made for O'Reilly and shook his 
hand fervently. “‘The line you have 
chosen is the one of least resistance.”’ he 
said, referring to the bridge approach, 
and O'Reilly beamed assent. 

The board directed Alfred P. Boller of 
the firm of Boller & Hodge, engineers of 
the bridge, to prepare plans for a double- 
decke bridge, with a wagon approach 
landing at Seventh street and erossing 
Broadw with a clearance of 40 feet, 
and with railroad approaches leading 
north, south and west. 

South Broadway merchants, who have 
been protesting against’ having the 
bridge approach’ cross their street at 
all, were not represented at Thursday's 
meeting of the board.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 25.—The Hove 
of Representatives today took the ‘first 
and a very important step towards 
putting an end to the payment of money 
either for salaries or expenses, to mem- 
bers of any commission, council board, 
or similar jury appointed by the Presi- 
dent when not specifically authorized 
by law so to do. 

The prohibition was in the shape of 
a sweeping amendment to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill offered by Mr. 
Tawney (Minnesota) and which was 
adopted under a suspension of the rules. 
This action is another slap at Prest- 
dent Roosevelt who has appointed many 
such commissions unauthorized by law. 
Among these are the Inland Water- 
ways Commission, the Farm Commis- 
sion ,and the Art Commission. 

Mr. Tawney was somewhat caustic in 
his criticism of the practice, which herc- 
tofore has prevailed. Recently, he said, 
a cartload of answers to questions put 
by the ‘“‘uplift’’ 
received at the Census Bureau for tab- 
ulation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—In about a 
week the magnificent American battle- 
ship fleet néw at’ Hampton Roads, will 
be broken up, each ship going to a 
navy. vard for at least an overhauling. 
The Illinois, Kentucky and Kearsarge 
will be sent for much more extensive 
work than that. They will be general- 
ly. overhauled and have new boltlers 
placed in tyem. 

Admiral Sperry has been ordered here 
for consultation with . Secretary ‘New- 
berry..and President Roosevelt. He 
will be here on Saturday. It is probable 
that the President's navy reorganiza- 
tion board will aiso be in session here 
on the same day, and that the Admiral 
will. be asked ,to advise the members 
of it,- bringing his experience as the 
only man who has ever commanded a 
battleship fleet now on the active list, 
to bear upon the recommendations!

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 25.—J. M. 
Ballew, a Princeton, Mo., banker, who 
was swindled out of $30,000 on a fake 
horse race, and T. C. Cavanaugh, .a 
New Orleans lumberman, who lost $37,- 
000 on a fake wrestling match, are aid- 
ing the postal authosities in prosecuting 
the leaders of an alleged swindle syn- 
dicate under arrest here for using the 
mails to defraud, 

The authorities also plan to get other 
witnesses dut of the lists of names of 
victims kept by the accused men. Their 
system of bookkeeping was elaborate 
ag if they were conducting a legitimate 
business. 

In addition to ledgers and journals, 
they had an envelope file with an en- 
velepe for each victim. Ig this. was kept 
his name, address and an account of 
the particular scheme or game by which 
his money was obtained. 

All these records were found in a 
trunk belonging to J. C. Maybray, be- 
lieved to be the leader of the swindle. 
These papers show that the get-rich- 
quick men had their jokes on the vic- 
tims. Every man who lost to them was 
called ‘“‘Mike.”’ In the books appear 
“Mike” of St. Louis,” “Mike of New 
Orleans,” and ‘‘Mike of Chicago.’ 

Employed 250 Men. 

The leaders also kept a record of 
their employes... The postal inspectors 
believe the gang employed about 360 
men. They were recorded in the books 
by .numbers and such minutes as ‘No. 
65 ‘got $500 from Mike of Cleveland,”’ 
are~frequent. 

The employes were scattered all over 
the country as ‘‘steerers’’ and reported 
to the main office of the band which 
was a luxuriously fitted suite of rooms 
now in one city now in another. 

These offices were supposed to be the 
business places of rich lumber or land 
or mine promoters. Prospective victims 
were also first approached by the “‘steer- 
ers’’ with offers of opportunities to in- 
vest in rich business schemes, 

The victim's business sense was thus

There 
he was entertained and in the course 
of the entertainment a “‘secretary’’-to 
one of the firm members “tipped off” 
the “‘good thing” in the way of a horse- 
race or wrestling bout that he knew 
about. 2 

The guest was invited to come in and 
make a winning. The “secretary” of- 
fered to place/his money. The race al- 
ways went the other way and the guest 
lost. 


Agents Worked on Commission, 

The paid field agents known technical- 
ly as ‘‘steerers,’’ were.not of salary, but 
received 50 per cent of the proceeds. 
after their “clients” were turned over 
to the chief operators. The lowly foot 
racers, wrestlers, prizefigWters and the 
like, who did thé actual work of sepa- 
rating man from money, were given 
only 15 per cent. 

Postal inspectors and secret service 
men ha® trailed a band of fake horse 
race and wrestling match promoters 
over the country for months, thwarted 
in their efforts constantly by the unwill- 
ingness of victims to expose their gulli- 
bility. Not until Cavanaugh, a Louis- 
jana lumber dealer, lost $37,000 on a 
fake wrestling match and laid his case 
before the Sheriff did the officers get a 
clew which enabled them to make ar- 
rests. 

Two Women With Prisoners, 


On Cavanaugh’'s statement, J. C. Ma- 
bray, F. M. Clarke and I. J. Warner 
were arrested in a Pulaski Heights 
home Tuesday, charged with using the 
mails to defraud. George Ryan was 
caught in Hot Springs, and two women, 
who said they were the wives of two 
of the prisoners, are also held. 

After these arrests Ballew came here 
from Princeton, Mo., and said he had 
lost. a large sum on a fake horserace 
in Council Bluffs, Io. 

Ballew has been on the trail of his 
swindlers for more than a month.

ST, LOUIS A GOOD FIELD 
FOR BAND. OF SWINDLERS 


While the alleged gang of swindlers 
arrested in Little Rock by Postoffice 
Inspectors at no time made their head- 
quarters in St. Louis, this was con- 
sidered by them a good field for oper- 
ators, and they had representatives 
here, according to inspectors who are 
now at work gathering evidence in St. 
Louis of the operations of the gang. 

These inspectors believe that St. 
Louisans were fleeced of thousands of 
dollars by the gang, but the names of 
men victimized have not been made pub- 
lic. Inspector Swenson, stationed in 
Council Bluffs, Io., but working under 
Inspector in Charge W. W. Dickson of 
St. Louis, believes the gang obtained 
by swindles more than $1,000,000 in three 
years. The gang formerly had its head- 
quarters in Council Bluffs. 

Among the St. Louisans approached 
with the swindle were Dr. C. C. Van- 
derbeck of 2007 Park avenue, A. A. Van 
Cleave, owner of the Grand View Fire 
Clay Mines, living at 2665 Clifton ave- 
nue, and a William Burke, who has not 
been located by the inspectors. 

Doctor Tells His Experience. 

Dr. Vanderbeck called on Inspector-in- 
Charge Dickson Thursday and related 
his experiences with the gang. 

“I was approached by a man I thought 
to be William 8S. Gibson of Los An- 
geles, Cal.,”’ said Dr. Variderbeck. ‘I 
had known him several years. By rep- 
resentations that I could make consid- 
erable money by a good investment in 
Council Bluffs, I went there with him. 

‘When we reached Councu Bluffs 
other parties appeared, and as a side 
line to the ether investment I was 
urged to bet money on a fixed wrestling 
match, as it was described to me. 

“IT was hardly fool enough to go fnto 
a& fame as old as that, and I told them 
so. After leaving them I went to the 
local authorities in Councll Bluffs and 
urged that the men be arrested, but 
the authorities refused to take any ac- 
tion in the matter. I then returned to 
St. Louis.” 

Dr. Vanderbeck told Inspector Dickson 
he Was ready to assist the inspectors in 
any way in bringing the members of 





the gang to justice, and that he would 


go to Little Rock to testify against 
them.

man sent to the City Hospital for ob- 
servation after he had asked the Carr 
Street police to tell him his name and 
whereabouts, is suffering from the re- 
sults of a fall from a railroad train 
last December, and he nas suffered in- 
termitten losses of memory ever since 
that accident.

suffered a fracture of the right arm 
and a contusion on the head, 

At the time Welch was conscious, but 
had completely lost his memory. Phy- 
sicians set the arm and were preparing 
to trephine his head for fracture of the 
skull when Welch suddenly regained his 
memory, arose from the operating table 
and re“used further treatment. 

‘as Forgotten Often. 

The arm healed and he was discharg- 
ed from the hospital. Since that time 
his mental condition has been the most 
remarkable that ever came under the 
notice of the Freeport doctors. At fre- 
quent intervals Welch has lost his mem- 
ory to such an extent that he has been 
unable to remember his name, or place 
of residence. In such states he had 
wandered to Chicago and other cities. 
Following these periods, he would sud- 
denly regain his memory and go back 
home. ' 

Thursday Welch wandered into the 
Carr Street Police Station and asked the 
Sergeant to tell him his name and 
whereabouts. The officer thought it a 
joke, but soon found that Welch was in 
earnest. A search of the man’s pockets 
revealed letters and cards bearing the 
name C. Edison Welcn. He was sent to 
the observation ward of the City Hospl- 
tal and after ,.a time remembered his 
name, but could tell nothing of how he 
came to be in St. Louis. He was told 
his name many times by attendants, 
and eventually remembered it.

STATE JUVENILE COURTS. 


The work of the St. Louis Juvenile Court since 
its establishment in 1901 fully justifies the adop- 
tion of the system throughout the State. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch published Feb. 
24, Mrs. Henry W. Eliot recalls the old procedure, 
when the child, arrested for the violation of a 
city ordinance or a State law, was locked up in 
the holdover and tried in the courts along with 
the dregs of the criminal population. Whether 
the trial ended in conviction or acquittal the ef- 
fect upon the child’s mind and character was al- 
ways bad and could not be otherwise. 

The need of distinguishing between the hard- 
ened criminal and the child offender, in proced- 
ure and penalty, brought about the new courts 
in St. Louis and three counties, and it is now pro- 
posed, by a bill before the Assembly, to estab- 
lish juvenile courts in all counties having a pop- 
ulation of 50,000 or more and in all cities of con- 
siderable size. a ee 

Such legislation is demanded in the interest of 
de po-

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THE EASIEST WAY IN TAXATION. 

The Post-Dispatch’s criticism of Goy. Hadley’s 
plan to meet the revenue deficiency in part by 
levying a tax on corporations is not based upon 
opposition to corporation taxes. We believe that 
they are fair subjects of taxation and should be 
taxed to the full measure of their obligations as 
favored creatures of the government to contrib- 
ute to its support. 

If the separation of State and local taxation rec- 
ommended by Gov. Folik’s Tax Commission and 
embodied in a constitutional amendment had been 
adopted the State might properly have drawn a 
large revenue from corporation taxes. Franchise 


corporations should be taxed to the full measure} 


of their privileges. 
We object to the unequal taxation which pre- 


vails under the present system, which will be re- 
tained so long as the inequalities are permitted 
to exist. We object to the grossly unjust bur- 
den of the State’s support which is laid upon 
St. Louis. We object to the proposed plan of 
levying additional taxes upon corporations, the 
greater part of which will be collected in this 
already overtaxed city; while the existing tax in- 
equalities are maintained. The fact that a cor- 
poration tax is’ the easiest collected does’ not 
make it just. 

The Board of Equalization should do its full 
legal duty in the equalizing of assessment valua- 
tions and making them uniform throughout the 
State before the Legislature is asked to authorize 
new taxes, which will bear upon the actual busi- 
ness interests. 

Inheritances above a moderate amount ought 
to be taxed progressively. Whether breweries 
ought to be licensed is rather a question of public 
policy than of taxation. To propose additional 
taxes for breweries belongs to the makeshift pol- 
icy of taxation which seeks to levy taxes in’a man- 
ner which will cause the least political danger. 

But it is time to protest against the disposition 
of State authorities, who want to dodge their re- 
sponsibilities and duties, to chuck troublesome tax 
burdens on the manufacturing and commercial 


interests. 

An important task of the party committees is 
the selection of candidates for the School Board. 
Under the bi-partisan plan the committee of each 
leading party selects two candidates and the four 
names are placed on both tickets. This plan has 
worked admirably to date. The same standard vf 
fitnecs which has hitherto governed the selection 
of candidates should rule both committees for the 
approaching election. Nothing would cause more 
dathage to a party in the public mind than an at- 
témibt to inject politics into the school, or to re- 
duce the prevailing standard of qualification for 
Board membership. 
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OH, THOSE SUFFFRAGETTES 

Oh, those English suffragettes! Having learned 
from the posta] authorities that under the parcels 
post system in vogue in London it was possible 
to send “human letters,” they addressed two vol- 
uble members of their clan to Premier Asquith 
and started them on their journey, having decided 
that was the only way to get an interview. They 
were delivered at the Premier’s residence, but the 
servants refused to accept them and rather than 
be sent to the dead-letter office the two animated 
missives returned to their homes. 

One of the letters was a “Miss” and the other 
was a “Mrs.” If the contents of the parcels were 
fresh and attractive they should find some one 
willing to accept them, especially on Valentine’s 
day. 

The incident is interesting and enlightening 
when the agitation for a parcels post in’ the 
United States gains new vigor by the political 
passing of Expressman-Senator Platt.

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THE REAL POINT. 

Except possibly in the matter of dodging taxes, 
Mrs. Hetty Green is as law-abiding as any hun- 
dred millionaire. But that was not the point for 
comment in connection with the marriage of her 
daughter, Sylvia. 

The point is so important that all commentators 
who have missed it, ought to turn back, find it 
and begin over again in giving the world the 
benefit of the moral of the marriage.

“Since clothing serves to retain the 
heat which is created by the burning 
of the food or fuel which we take in, it 
follows that other things, being equal, 
the more fuel taken, the more rapidly 
can heat be lost from the body without 
lowering its temperature, and, there- 
fore, the less clothing—that is, obstruc- 
tion to the outflow of the heat produced 
—is necessary. On the other hand, if 
abundant means are Provided for 
tarding the outflow of heat—that is, if 
we clothe ourselves heavily—then so 
much less heat will require to be made 
so much less food will require to ni 
consumed,’’ 

The doctor further points out the dan- 
ger of wearing tight-fitting Clothing and 
the advantages of loose garments. He 
says: : 

“A given amount of a xiven materia] 
and texture is warmer as a loose gar- 
ment that as a tight one, simply because 
it imprisons, as a loose earment, a 
certain amount of air, and air is rela- 
tively a very bad conductor of heat ana 
therefore, ‘warm,’ just as Clothes are 
‘warm.’

HORTLY after my unsatisfactory 

S affair with Joe Gans, I decided 
to take a trip abroad. Can you 
beat that for a fellow who ten years 
before hkd been riding qn the trucks of 
a train and slinging hash at a cheap 
restaurant? But you never can tell. 

I rigged myself up in a swell layout 
of clothes and booked passage on the 
steamer Majestic. Finally I set sail 
from New York and arrived in Liver- 
pool a week later, after a most delight- 
ful voyage. 

I was met by a committee of En- 
glish sports and escorted to London. 
There I put up at the Hotel Cecil. I 
had a great time for a couple of days 
and then accepted an engagement at 
one of the big music halis at New- 
castle on the Tyne. -I showed in con- 
junction with the Gans-Nelson pictures 
and proved as big a drawing card over 
there as I had been in the United 
States.

I was tendered a banquet by the 
Hon. Louis Zollner, Danish Consult at 
Newcastle... Among the notables pres- 
ent were the Lord Mayor of Newcastle, 


The dinner was laid in the select ban- 
quet hall of the Northumberland Cafe. 
A number of speeches were made and 
they finally called on me. I felt pretty 
good that night and I managed to say 
that I appreciated the compliment. 

As I stood there in ‘swell clothes I 
couldn’t help going back to the day 
that I licked the Terrible Unknown in 
Wallace’s circus, and had my coat and 
vest stolen, as well as my highly prized 
Waterbury watch. 

After the dinner the entire party at- 
tended the theater as my guests in @ 
private box. 

It was in London that’I had a good 
chance to show my American spirit. As 
a result I think I can truthfully say 
that no fighter has more friends in Lon- 
Gon than I have today.

But Does Like Work; That’s 
the Way He Built His 
Fortune.

Having built up his fortune, Willie 
Greenburg, newsboy, is now putting a 
roof-on it. It is an expensive and up- 
to-date roof, and it will cover one of 
the handsomest apartment housés in St. 
Louis—the new Knickerbocker, at Tay- 
lor and McPherson avenues. 

To those who have known Willie since 
he made his humble start in the busi- 
ness life of St. Louis, it seems not go 
very long ago that he was a little dark- 
haired, black-eyed ‘“‘kid,’’ dodging wag- 
ons and hopping cars in the downtown 
district and advertising his warés with 
a shrill tremolo cry: ‘‘Paper here; pa- 
per.”’ 

And as time goes it wasn’t long. Wil- 
lie is only 32 years old now, yet, accord- 
ing to the real estate agency which is 
looking after his affairs, his investment 
in the Knickerbocker Apartments 
amounts'‘to $112,000, including the ground 
fee, which has a value of $20,000. 

Doesn’t Talk; Just Works. 

Willie doesn’t talk about it himself. 
He merely shrugs ‘his shoulders as 
though to say: ‘“‘What is there so won- 
derful about a fellow working hard and 
saving his money?’ ase 

But Willie’s big brother, Ben, who 
fought Willie’s battles for him in the 
days when “hustling’’ papers was a 
continuous warfare in which only the 
fittest survived, is proud .of ‘“‘the little 
fellow's’’ financial success. 

“O, Willie is the candy kid, all right,”’ 
said Ben. ‘“‘He’s got the money and he 
deserves it. He always was a bear for 
work.”’ | 

Willie and Ben, in partnership, own 
fhe newstand in the marble and onyx 
lobby of the Merchants-Laclede Bank 
buflding at Fourth and Olive street. 
hey control the distribution in St. Louis 
of many magazines and out-of-town pa- 
pers. 

Willie was 12 years old when he took 
out his first batch of papers in 1539. 


Financiers His Friends, 
For nearly 10 years he and pen were 


just ‘‘newsies."’ At the end of that time 
they had saved enough to open a little 
open air stand against the Merchants- 
Laclede building at Fourth and Olive 
streets. 

This was in the heart of the financial 
district—the Wali Street of St. Louis— 
and Willie’s devotion to his little busi- 
ness soon won recognition .rom bankers, 
brokers and men of affairs. William H. 
Lee, president of the Merchants-La- 
clede bank, became then and still is, a 
staunch friend of Willi€é the newsboy. 
So are George J. Tansey, president of 
the St. Lauis transfer Co., James Camp- 
bell, David R. Francis, Mayor Wells 
and many st. Louigans of almost equal 
prominence and influence. 

Willie learned many things while he 
was selling magazines and newspapers 
at the financial cross-réads. Brokers 
and bankers lingered at his stand to 
gossip. 

Seeing in Willie a born child of thrift 
they gave him investment tips which 
sometimes yielded handsome _ returns. 
But Willie. never lost his head. He 
wouldn't speculate and his occasional 
good fortune in the market did not dull 
the keen edge of his industry and appli- 
cation. 

His business grew until three years 
ago the outdoor stand was too smail. 
So when the Merchantss-Laclede Build- 
ing was remodeled, he and his big 
Ben, startled the managers of 
the building by offering to rent the 
greater part of the Fourth street lobby. 
Their bid was the best, and they had | 
to’ bind the bargain, and 
for the first time in his life Willie 
Greenburg worked with a roof over his
